EASTERN STATES. 
PlTTSlHUSG, Pa., Jan. 31. — At 11 
o'clock this morning a terrific natural 
gas explosion occurred at the corner of 
TI1irty-fourt.l1 and Butler streets.

7'i/ii' WOULD LARGE ENOUGH. 

In these ilnys when so much is heard of 
thu over-population of European coun- 
tries, and when thousands are yearly leav- 
ing these lands fur America, or some of 
the great islands of the Pacific, the 
thought must occur io many that in time 
these now countries will also beconio filled 
up by moans of immigration and the 
natural increase of population, till after 
the lapse of a century or two they will 
beconio as crowded a3 those old-world 
lands by whose overflow they were first 
peopled. The problem then would bo an 
overstocked world, for which it would bo 
ditlicult to conceive a remedy. This idea 
of the ultimate over-crowding of the 
world is strengthened by a consideration 
of the improved conditions of mankind 
in general whereby loss of life is con- 
stantly being diminished. In the earlier 
history of the world famines wero the 
great scourge of mankind, and even in 
later times they have carried off millions 
among the uncivilized races of thy globe. 
Hut a remedy for famine is found in the 
railway and other means of speedy com- 
munication. The difficulty has always 
been to get food to the starving pooulo in 
time to save them. Thousands, and oven 
millions, died in China and India during 
a period of famine, when a few hundred 
miles distant from some isolated districts 
there is plenty of food which cannot be 
transported for lack of roads. 15ut when 
the network of railways is extended all 
over the world famine will become prac- 
tically impossible. Epidemics havo always 
counteracted the effect of a too rapid in- 
crease of the world's inhabitants. Hut 
scieneo has to a great extent overcome 
this old foe; the power to provent epi- 
demics and to copu with them when they 
do appear waa never so great as it is now. 
Cholera, for instance, is always in exist 
una' in s'.iniu parts of Asia, but when it 
appeared in Europe recently is was com 
plolely eradicated in a comparatively 
short time. Thus it is evident 
that as civilization advances science will 
do more and more to preserve the lives 
of men. This very fact suggests one reason 
why the world will not speedily become 
over-crowded. It is civilization which 
tends to this end; barbarism on the other 
hand lends ultimately to degeneration and 
extinction, especially when it is brought in 
contact with civilization. History shows 
that civilization destroys uncivilized races. 
There is hardly an instance where barbar- 
ous populations have not been wasted when 
brought into contact with a civilized people. 
Jf then the barbarians arc extinguished 
their room will lie li ft for the civilized. 
North America, which now supports such 
great and lloui ishing communities, was once 
the home of a race of savages who are now 
fast disappearing. There is no reason why 
this history should not be repeated in South 
America, Asia and Africa, and it is already 
going on in the great islands of the Ben. 
There are something like two hundred mil- 
lions in Africa, the greater part of whom 
must in the course of time give place to the 
immigration from more civilized races. It 
is also estimated that Africa can support one 
hundred mill: 011 more. The vast area of 
North ami South America holds hardly 
more than one hundred millions of people 
while its capabilities are almost illimitable. 
The waste places of the earth are only 

waste because thev have been neglected. 
As population iiufteiihus tu< v » in "receive 
attention and by means of irrigation will he 
made to do their share towards supporting 
the earth. So it is evident that the time is 
far distant when the world will be over- 
crowded. There are now supposed to be 
about fourteen hundred millions of human 
beings upon the earth and there is probably 
room for as many more. 

WHO SHOULD HE PUNCHED! 

It is hardly necessary to notico sucli an 
inexperienced politician as Mr. John 
Grant, or to comment on his antics during 
the ubsenco of the responsible and more 
reasonable editor of our juvenile evening 
contemporary. W ith his private conten- 
tions we have nothing to do; but we 
doubt if the public to which he appeals 
will approve his use of parliamentary 
privilege as shelter against a charge of 
slander. The Metlakahtla trouble is 
evidently beyond his comprehension. He 
sees in it nothing but a means of further 
gratifying a sensational appetite. It is 
perfectly clear to any impartial, well- 
judging reader that the Dominion gov- 
ernment is delinquent, and that a baker's 
dozen of renegade, law-breaking Indians 
at Metlakahtla, led by a pugilistic prolate, 
have been permitted to throw a promising 
settlement into confusion. As a conso 
(juunceof this the province is put to ex- 
pense and the minds of all the Indians on 
thu northwest coast are disturbed, it is 
proper that the member for Cassiar should 
speak out on this subject, but not with 
Billy bluster and ranting quotations. Why 
does ho not condemn the parties directly 
implicated by the evidence— the Dominion 
Indian department and land commission, 
the schismatic bishop and his twelve ad- 
herents, trembling lest t hey be "punched/" 
In the facu of the fact that the worthy 
residunt magistrate and a commission, 
comprising two lawyers, can find no 
evidence against anybody else that a grand 
jury would waste a moment on, what is 
the object of furocious bluster f The 
practical question is what should bo done 
to make the Dominion government realize 
the facta and their responsibilities / The 
province has grievous cause to complain, 
but it is difiicult to say what can be done 
except to remonstrate with the Dominion 
government in ihe strongest manner. It 
might gratify the member for Cassiar to 
hear of a few innocent, law abiding In 
dians being officially "punched" to atone 
for the delinquencies of the Dominion 
government; but he may be assured that 
the public will not permit such injustice 
fraught, as it would be, with still deeper 
trouble. The situation is very serious, and 
our minora and others on the north-west 
feel the brunt of it. That wo all admit 
Butoulya goose could imaginothat"punch- 
iiig"tho wrong parties would mend matters. 
Thu defence of tho Times of its owner's 
ill conditioned assault- in tho house on 
Mr. Duncan and tho Methodist mission 
arius has only made matters worse for 
him. When challenged to prove that tho 
missionaries had condoned the murder of 
Yoomans ho trots out Mr. Clifford's evi- 
dence before tho commission. Mr. Clif- 
ford stated that the Indians told him that 
Mr. Tomlinaou told them that they had 
tho sympathy of thu Motlakahtlaus! 
Would thu Times or Mr. Grant hung a 
dog on such evidence / Nay, would atich 
evidence bo received in a court of law / 
Decidedly not; and yet wo havo tho Times 
attempting to condone tho assault its 
owner made on hearsay evidence and 
third-handed testimony at that! If Mr. 
Clifford's evidence is all that Mr. Grant 
has to offer in extenuation of his fault ho 
ought to risu in his place to-day and 
humbly apologize for having outraged the 
Christian nuntiment of the province on 
thu most unreliable and worthless of all 
testimony — excepl Chinese — that of In- 
dians. 



The Times on Ihe Terminus. 

To THE Editor: -I notice that the Times 
of last Friday makes a lame attempt to 
shullle out of its offensive and disparaging 
statements with regard to tho Royal City by 
substituting the term "trading port" for 
"trading post;" but instead of making the 
amende honorable by frankly acknowledging 
that New Westminster is tho leading com- 
mercial city on the mainland ami certain to 
remain so, it positively tries to belittle it by 
adhering to and repeating its former ridicul- 
ous statement that it will be a "useful ad- 
junct to the terminal city." 

The Times' editor would himself discover 
tho absurdity of his position were he a per- 
son blessed with ordinary intelligence or 
with a logical mind. As he is unfortunate- 
ly a distressing specimen of ccutented 
ignorance he employs words of which he 
knows not the meaning and misapplies 
them. 

As there is so much room for improve- 
ment I mention for his beuotit that thu 
meaning of the word adjunct is "something 
joined to another, an appendage." As 
(making use of his hifalutin phrase) "the 
terminal city" has no existence it is quite 
clear that New Westminster cannot be join- 
ed to it, neither can our city bo "an append- 
age" to anything. 

Having exposed the impropriety of tho 
language used by tho Times, I would ex- 
pect a becoming apology from its editor 
were it not that one of its proprietors is 
implicated In the land gamble at Coal 
Harbor, which depends for its success 
upon the extent to which the credulity of 
thu inexperienced can bu imposed upon by 
tho Times traducing New Westminster 
anil constantly puffing at its expense an 
imaginary city which has only a paper 
existence of tho flimsiest kind. 

Now, Mr. Editor, 1 do not think that 
any portion of tho jress of this province, 
however insignificant, should be prosti- 
tuted for such a purpose. The immorality 
of tho act ia its complete condemnation. 
Heaides this it is impolitic because it is an 
injury to British Columbia for a number 
of people to be seduced into sinking their 
money where it cannot be remunerated 
and where most of it will be lost when 
Ihere are many buna fule industries and 
resources which require developement, 
and in which capital can be securely and 
profitably invested. 

I am aware that there are people 
who will touch nothing but real estate; to 
such I would say New Westminster, Vic 
toria and Nauaimo are legitimate cities on 
this coast to invest in because they are 
established, have resources at the back of 
them : nd are thriving and growing places, 
but tho terminul city (!) there is nothing 
real about that at present and, as 1 point 
ed out in my former letter, tfie ui"si I hat 
it can become for a generation is a ferry 
landing for Vancouver Island. 

Anybody not blinded by prejudice or 
self interest must see that what has hap 
polled at Port Moody during the last 
throe years will be repeated at English 
Hay or Coal Harbor whichever place the 
railioad may bo extended to. It is therefore 
dosirablo to recall what happened at Port 
Moody. 

After Port Moody was made the tor 
minus by thu Dominion government ami 
whilst surveys were being made for the 
line, speculators bought up any land with 
in -1 or 5 miles distance thai they could 
got hold of at from $'2o to per acre. 
The original holders who bought it at one 
dollar pur acre, its value then and now, 
of course made money. Then tho specu- 
lators mapped out their purchases into 
mis. UOtlllUiMii. v»»~ n l< i-u iiiol., 1...U- .. j 

Chicago's and under the influence of great 
expectations of a bigger city than San 
Francisco and more such nonsense, quite 
a number of simple innocents were do 
luded into purchasing at prices from §50 
to §1000 a lot! It is a matter for wonder 
whore such prieus cainu from for thuru 
wero too many of these evergreens to h ive 
all hailed from I'ike county. Whilst 
moat of the speculators gassed about the 
hotels and lived like lords, some of thu de- 
luded purchasers with faith in what had been 
told them, set f.o work to clear their lots 
and put ti|/ shanties, and then waited 
more or loss patiently for the city to grow 
and for thu arrival of the eastern million- 
aires daily expected to start warehouses, 
build factories and circulate their money 
for the benefit of the inhabitants of the 
terminal city. Not that the city stood 
altogether still. The construction of the 
railroad wharf and terminal buildings gave 
temporary employment to a large number 
of men and led to the erection of two or 
three boarding-houses and whisky saloons, 
brought along a barber, a blacksmith, 
several workmen and small Chinese trades 
and a white merchant with a floating store 
on a scow; but thu principal business 
caused by the works under weigh was done 
by New Westminster and Victoria mer- 
chants. All Port Moody obtained was 
as it worn "tho crumbs which fell from 
the rich man's table. " 

With the competition of the- railway, etc., 
etc., and notwithstanding that an accident 
on the line happened about once- a week as 
if for the express purpose of keeping Un- 
repair shop going, the population migrated 
and no more deject and wretched, more 
utterly grave place than the terminal city 
to point a moral or adorn a tale, or to show 
that great cities aro not created by paying 
fancy prices for lids in a forest can In- found 
on this coast nearer than Kalama. To 
use a common expression "the bottom I 
had dropped out" of Port .Moody before 
tho 0. P. It. had expressed its intention 
to imitate its late inhabitants and leave- the 
place. 

Tho fact was travellers avoided it, and 
although it was called then, as Coal I bn Inn- 
is now, the terminal or extremity (see dic- 
tionary) city, and trains rail to ami from it, 
all tho passengers from the interior got off 
at Port Hammond where steamers in wait- 
ing convoyed them to New Westminster or 
Victoria. 

With tho extension of the railroad to 
Now Westminster passengers bound west 
will, of course, come on hero as tins is on 
thu natural and well deli tied line of travel 
to Victoria and other places. 

If any of your readers doubt the ac- 
curacy of what I. have written of Port 
Moody or have any idea of buying city 
lots I hope thoy will take a run up to the 
Inlnt, look for themselves and then come 
over to Now Westminster. If they do so 
I am confident they will prefer to pur- 
chase property heru rather than at Coal 
Harbor or Port Moody. 

Speaking with the knowledge of an old 
resident, one who has grown up with this 
city, my disinterested opinion — for none 
of my property is for sale — is more valu- 
able and ruliable than thu interested ut- 
terances of tho Victoria Times, which 
would bo inoro correctly designated "thu 
Coal Harbor Screamer." 

My opinion is that the inlet, both 
mouth and head, will continue to be tn 
futuru as in the past our outer harbor, 
just as Esqilimalt is to Victoria, and that 
is all that Coal Harbor can be for thu 
next twenty years ia a burial place for thu 
monoy of pooplu strong in imagination 
but weak in judgmont who, ignoring the 
recent Port Moody experience of others, 
buy terminal city lota located in the back- 
woods near Burrard Inlet at prices be- 
yond all reason. 

As probably I may shortly bo away 

from the city for s « fiino, and shall not 

therefore havu an opportunity of keeping 



the Times on its good behavbur. I hopo 
you will tako up the cauao uf thu Royal 
City should tho Times lit tempt again to 
traduce it. FllASKR Kivku, 



John Grant, M. P. I*., Again; 

To tub Editor: — The gentle currying 
down I gave the sprightly war-horse from 
Cassiar in your issue of Saturday last ap- 
pears to havu made thu savage animal res- 
tive. To hear his pitiful "neigh" in tlio 
Times on tho evening of the stuiiu day 
waa certainly very affecting. Cr, to change 
the figure, he belches forth the hot lava 
of his wrath like an infantile Vesuvius in 
in a state of eruption. If however, Mr. 
Grant for one moment imagines that a 
discriminating public cannot distinguish 
the difference there is between vile billings- 
yate and reason, ho is certainly laboring 
under a mental delusion. It is also a 
sure evidence of weakness when an op- 
ponent loses command of his temper and 
substitutes abuse for argument. It is 
quite apparent, from tho manner ill which 
he writes, that hia stock of tho last- 
mentioned commodity is infinitesiinaly 
small. If ho hopes, by resorting to tho 
low method ho haa aeon fit to adopt, that 
he will induce us to follow hia evil ex- 
ample, wo can assure him that hia effort 
will be in vain. We cherish towards him 
nothing worse than a fooling of pity; and 
it is utterly beyond his power to make us 
display a temper similar to his own. 
When wo, with a pen, punched a hole in 
his inflated vanity-bag, wo can usauru 
him it was done purely from the stand 
point of duty and with a aincure desire

It is with Mr. Grant's particular action in 
going out of bis way to drag in the names 
of Mr. Crosby anil Mr. Green, two esteem- 
ed clergymen of the church lo which I have 
Ihe honor to belong. If Johu Grant, M. 
V. I', thinks ho can stand up in Ihe house 
of assembly and publicly vilify and slander 
the reputation of these gentlemen (who 
were not in a position to defend themselves) 
and go llliwhipped of justice, I beg to assure 
him that he has been "reckoning wil.iout 
his host." If i have applied the lash 
mildly, but with a sloady and somewhat 
vigorous hand to the bare political shoulders 
of John Grant. M. P. P., all that I have to 
say in defence is, that desperate diseases 
sometimes require desperate remedies, It 
is now my intention to rub gall instead of 
aali't into the gaping wounds, to preserve, 
if possible, his political body from utter 
put rifaction. I again publicly challenge 
him to substantiate by facta his mean, cow- 
ardly and altogether uncalled for attack 
upon the two Methodist missionaries above 
named; or else continue to remain writhing 
on the gibbet of public sentiment, where he 
is, for the d resent, transfixed. 

I willingly believe mat Mr. Linou in re- 
ferring me to page (i of the report of the 
commissioners, brought forward all the 
evidence of which he was possessed on this 
matter. Let us examine it for a moment, 
however.

At 
the bottom of the excavation a powerful 
traveling steam derrick is being put to 
gothor.

Shooting of ODonovan Rossa 

KV A YOUNG LADY IX NEW 
YORK. 

Disappointment "•»<! Sympathy 
ui li»e Result. 

THE WOUND NOT FATA I..

Nkw Youk, Fob. 2. — O 'Donovan Rossa 
has just been shot by a woman. 

Nkw York, Feb. 2 — 6 p. in.— -The shoot- 
ing of O'Douovan ltossa took place at 12 
minutes past live. Ho is still alive. Ho 
whs standing in front of the Stewart build- 
ing on Chambers street when he was ap- 
proached by a handsome young lady dressed 
plainly. She wore spectacles ami bad the 
appearance of an intelligent school teacher. 
She drew a fivo-barrollod revolver from her 
dress pocket and levelling it at ltossa tired 
one shot. ltossa throw bis hand above his 
bead anil cried "I'm shot !" Ho then fell 
heavily to the sidewalk. The woman 
fired the remaining bullets in ber 
pistol at, the fallen man, and calmly and 
miconcnruedly walked off with the smoking 
revolver in her hand. She was followed by 
a large crowd, while a still larger mob sur- 
rounded tho dynamiter. City Marshal .las. 
McAub-y, in the absence of a policeman, 
saw the revolver in the woman's hand ami 
arrested her. She was conducted to the 
Ulith precinct station bouse in the city ball. 
I lor coolness of demeanor was remarkable 
when arrested. At the sergeant's desk the 
.vomau who shot O'Douovan Bossa gave 
her inline as Vcslet Dudley. 

SllNNKAVOLIs, Fob. '2 — Rossa's son, 
John, engaged in business here as solicitor 
for the Young Men's Endowment Asso- 
ciation, up at the Tribune oditorial rooms 
this evening first heard of his father's as 
sassinat ion. When the city editor read 
tho bulletin to him he remained perfectly 
calm, but asked at once for full particu- 
lars. Being Informed that nothing further 
had been heard, ho departed, and refused 
to answer any questions at present, ex- 
cept to deny any knowledge of the wo- 
man Dudley who is said to have done the 
shooting. The news was a complete sur- 
prise to him, and he left liumdly to send 
a message to New York enquiring after 
his father's condition. 

kossa'h st.v i'km but, 

Rossa in the chamber of the hospital 
made the following ntntomoiit to Coronet- 
Kennedy: "Saturday, January .'list, 
about I p. m , I received a letter at my 
office, 1 2 Chambers street. The message 
was in writing and was delivered by a 
messenger boy. The note stated that a 
lady wished to see mo, that she was inter- 
ested in the Irish cause and desired to 
assist it. Sho did not care to go to my 
office and remain waiting there until 1 
came. She only would ask for ten 
minutes' time. Tho boy told me the lady 
was at tho telegraph office in the Stewart 
building, Broadway and Chambers streets. 
I went with tho boy and 1 
met her. I told her it would he 
well to go to some hotel as the telegraph 
office was no place to talk in. We came 
out and went to Sweeny's hotel. We 
went into tho ladies parlor, and sho said 
she would bo able to give considerable 
money if anything good was done. She 
then said sho would call Monday, the 2d, 
at four o'clock. To-day sho sent another 
message to my office, and I went to the 
same tolegraph office and there I met the 
lady. Sho showed me a paper which 1 
was to sign.

JeitRMIAU <)' Donovan Rossa. 
ANOTHlilt ACCOUNT, 

Nkw York, Feb. 2. — At twelve minutes 
after live this afternoon Jeremiah O'Dou- 
ovan Roasa, the Irish dynamiter, so- 
called, wan shot by a woman on Chambers 
street, near Broadway. At that hour the 
streets wuru tilled with people homeward 
bound, making their way towards the 
Brooklyn bridge. Tho excitement over 
the shooting, although tho man was recog- 
nized by very few, was intense. The lirst 
shot fired took etfoct in O'Donovau's body 
and he fell to the sidewalk. The woman 
continued t.n shoot until she bad emptied 
a live chambered revolver, but only the 
lirst shot took effect. City Marshal J as. 
MoCauley seized tho woman, who still 
had the smoking pistol in her hand, 
and told her sho was under arrest. The 
woman offered no remonstrance, but 
allowed horoolf to bo taken through the 
mass of citizens to tho city hall station. 
When the woman ceased living O'Douo- 
van rose to hla feet and made an elfort to 
lin. I his way to .Hie office on Chambers 
sir. .:i which he has just, left. Ho said, 
"1 ii. a shot," trying to place his hands on 
back under the shoulder blade. After a 
few stens somebody in the crowd suggest- 
ed that he should go to the Chambers 
street hospital. A couple of limn lent 
their amis and O'Donovnn did as sug- 
gested. Ho walked till the way there. The 
distance is nearly a quarter-mile, lie bled 
considerably on tho way. He was un- 
dressed and examined by Dr. Dennison. 
It was found the bullet bad entered the 
back directly below the left shoulder- 
blade. Tho doctor pronounced the wound 
not of a daiurorous aharactcr and began to 
probe for the ball. 

tub woman's statemknt. 

Meanwhile tin' woman bad boon taken to 
the station house with a crowd following 
her. Sho was placed before Surgt. Loss' 
desk. She is a good looking woman, dress- 
ed neatly in pjain dark clothing and wore 
eye-gliiHsos. She appeared like a school 
teacher with an intellectual face. Her man- 
ner was entirely composed, and she answer- 
ed some ol the questions put to her prompt- 
ly .-mil without embarrassment. To others 
sho simply shook her head and smiled, with 
a look which said, "I shall only answer 
questions I know you have a right to ask." 
McAuley bunded the pistol, of small calibre, 
to the sergeant, and said ho had seen the 
prisoner shoot a man on Chambers street. 
Volunteer witnesses assented to tho slated 
fact of tho shooting. A citizen here asked, 
"Do you know tho man you shot?" "Yes," 
replied tho prisoner, eooly, with an English 
accent, "1 shot O'Douovan Rossa. " The 
further questioning by the sergeant elicited 
the statement that her name is Vouell Dud- 
ley, aged 25; that, sho is a nurso and mar- 
ried, and lives at (10 Clinton place. She 
was asked why sho shot O'Douovan, how 



ong she hud been in America and other 
questions to which slio made no answers. 
After her pedigree had been taken down sho 
was escorted to a rear room and tlio crowd 
slowly dispersed. As there were uo accom- 
modations for prisoners in the city hall 
station Mrs. Dudley was removed to Oak 
statiou at 7:15 p. in., and placed in a cell. 
Her entire demeanor is that of a rational 
person and a eool-beuded one at that. 

O'Douovan Rossa had been placed on a 
cot in the same ward with Capt. Phelun, 
who was slabbed by Richard Short in 
O'Donovau's nffiee over throe weeks ago. 
O'Douovan was within eight beds of 

Phelan. Examination of the wounded 
man by Dr. Kirby showed that the bullet 
had penetrated the back about half an 
inch above the left shoulder blade. The 
ball ranged upwards and inwards towards 
the spinal column, but did not touch the 
vertebra.-. The bullet is evidently lodged 
in the nuncios of the hick, and beyond a 
slight shock Rossa has Buffered but little. 
It was ut one time feared the bullet had 
penetrated the lung, but as the wounded 
man had expectorated no blood this is 
pronounced impossible. Had tho spinal 
column been injured there would have 
been signs of paralysis, but as none have 
appeared the doctors probed unsuccess- 
fully for the bullet. 'PI ley concluded that 
no large bloodvessel had been injured, 
and ii3 O'Douovan Rossa is a llcshy mus- 
cular man of robust constitution there 
was no danger to be, apprehended. The 
doctors will probe again for the bullet to- 
morrow morning. Some time after his 
admission to the hospital Rossa was re- 
moved to another ward. He said ho 
thought his condition was serious enough 
to warrant him making on anti-mortein 
statement , and I be coroner was sent fur. 
When th.' ollicial arrived O'D movati 
made a statement. Soon after making 
this statement Rossa rested much 
easier, and then said he was very 
hopeful t I pulling through all right. 
Capt. I'llcum, who is si ill guarded by 
the police, when informed of the particu- 
lars of the shoot oil:, smiled grimly, but 
refused to say anything on the subject, 
'fhe i 'llice of Chamber street hospital 
is visited by a large number of Rossi's 
friends. All of them are determined- 
looking chaps and t hey gathorod in groups 
of 2 or 3 and discissed in whispers tho 
at tempt ed assassination of the arch dyna- 
miter. John Roche, whose dynamite oper- 
ations have been confined lo speeches in 
'he fourth ward, curiously eyed each visi- 
tor to the instil ut ion and from time to 
time disappeared to talk with parties on 
t he on tside. Alderman Sullivan, public 
administrator, had read the news in an 
extra and dropped in to see if the story 
was true, i>ui he was not permitted to see 
Rossa and vanished shortly afterwards. 
W. J. Burke, n pronounced dynamiter 
shouted, "you can kill Rossa, but you 
can't kill an idea." To a reporter ltossa 
said "it was a premeditated affair and that 
this woman was simply the agent by which 
the dastardly work was accomplished. 
She had no private revenge to gratify; no 
relative of lier's had been injured in the 
English explosion; it is the work of 
the English government whose policy has 
always been to assassinate men they cou'd 
not otherwise re;i h. She IS the agent of 
the British minister or somebody else. 
This woman came to mil nil 1 said she was 
Irish; but her husband did not sympa- 
thize with the cause of Ireland. Sim was 
rabid in her views on dynamite; she said 
thi' London explosion was no good and 
wanted n horrible sacrifice of life to strike 
terror to I he hearts of Ireland's enemies. 
I told her 1 was in it engaged in that busi- 
ness and received no money fur such pur- 
poses, lull only helped tile Irish cause. 
She reiterated tb.it thousands of lives 
should he sacrificed in London. I had 
been to see my printer at four o'clock 
when I started out to meet her. Sho 
wanted nie to sign a receipt for the money. 
The receipt cuntiuned I lie word dynamite, 
and 1 declined to I put the paper in my 
pocket and walked out with Iter Sho is 
nothing more or less than an agent id the 
British government employed to assas- 
sinate me.

Their Condition and Kcquci-c- 
nicnts. 

The condition of our streets at tho 
present time is unsatisfactory ; in fact, they 
are in a very bad state, more particularly in 
the business portions of the city. For tho 
past two years they have been almost en- 
tirely neglected, and as a result in many 
places are very uneven and numerous dan- 
gerous holes exist, 'fins is intensified from 
the seeming belief of contractors of build- 
ings that the streets during the progress of 
work are exclusively their property. They 
litter the sidewalk and a good portion of 
the street with their material. When finish- 
ed they exhibit great tardiness in removing 
their plant, and in almost every case leave 
a heap of building refuse in 'the gutters or 
scattered over the street. 

A reporter of Tht Colonial made a tour 
of observation yesterday morning, starting 
from the postoflico. At intervals along Gov- 
ernment street arc piled little mounds of 
mud, scraped from the crossings, and left 
to send forth their foul exhalations. In 
front of the Adelphi building were two largo 
holes that it is a wonder have not caused 
accident long ago. [These were tilled in 
with broken rock in the afternoon]. On 
tho west side from Yates to Johnson tho 
gutters are half Idled with clam and oyster 
shell j and a variety of refuse from tho dif- 
ferent establishments that ure located there. 
From .Johnson to Cormorant the sidewalk 
over the ravine is in a very rickety condi- 
tion, the supports underneath having lot- 
ted and caused the sidowalk to sink. This 
portion should a.t once be put in a thorough 
state of repair. On the opposite side of tho 
street, also, the sidewalk needs attending to. 
At the corner of Government and Johnson 
streets the awning-posts of the Mousque- 
taires saloon are planted right in the centre 
of tho sidewalk. Midway between Johnson 
and Yates . st roots last ni^'lit three enormous 
barrels stood like sentinels in the gutter -- 
obstructing both sidewalk and street. The 
police passed to and fro but did not seem 
to notice this violation of the bylaw. Gov- 
ernment street sidewalks generally are in a 
rickety condition, and should bo renewed 
and straightened from Cormorant street to 
James Hay bridge. 

On the wesl side of Douglas street from 
Hroughton to Courtenay the sidewalk has 
been absent fur nearly m\ months, and also 
from Doughis to St. Andrew's church on 
the north side of Courtenay the sidewalk is 
missing. During the past few months of 
disagreeable weather Ibis has seriously in- 
terfered with pedestrians and especially Un- 
church going portion, us a long detour has 
to be made to reach the church. Douglas 
being a wide street the contractors have 
made it useful to themselves as a lumber 
yard, and when finished left a great deal of 
refuse which the city will be called on soon 
to remove, 

Yates street from Douglas to Govern- 
ment is in a shameful condition and tho 
contractors of the block above the club 
house left a great deal of refuse in the gut- 
tors and scattered over the street. We 
trust that a stricter supervision will be 
exercised by the street committee and po- 
lice in the future while building is in 
progress so that traffic may not be impeded 
as it has boon lately; and that contractors 
be compelled to put the streets in as good a 
state as they wero previous to (heir taking 
temporary possession of them. As was 
suggested at a recent meeting of the 
council contractors should bo made to de- 
posit a sum sufficient to place tho streets 
in good repair before allowing them their 
use. From Government street to Wharf 
the Yates street sidewalks are in poor re- 
pair. 

'fhe same condition of things exists on 
Johnson and Fort streets, and the large I 
amount of mud that has collected on them j 
should be at once removed, so as to render j 
them passable and cleanly At present | 
they are anything but attractive or ; 
healthy. 

Wharf street along its whole length is | 
ill an extremely muddy condition , and the 
extensive traffic on this thoroughfare has | 
rendered it in some places dlllicult for 
heavily laden teams to make their way. 

We have only referred to the main 
business portions of the city; it is imper- 
ative that attention he at once directed to 
them, the mud scraped off and largo quan- 
tities of broken rock placed on them. Had 
this been dune last fall, and the rock 
crushed been distributed over the streets 
instead of kept to do duty as a financial 
asset the streets would now lit' in good re- 
pair. From tho bridge to Fisgard street 
Government street should have received 
a generous covering of rock ami had that 
been accomplished last fall this main busi- 
ness thoroughfare would have been in 
splendid condition. 

Business and tourist travel will soon 
rapidly increase and we trust that the 
council will take; the matter in hand and 
place our streets and walks in a satisfac- 
tory condition, so that .business will not 
be impeded or the fair name of the city 
blemished by reports going abroad of 
unhealthy streets. 

DrnsiUcii Koivs. 

Between 7:30 and 8 o'clock Sunday 
morning there was a row in a prominent 
drinking saloon that came pretty nearly 
ending in a free li^lit. How thu trouble 
originated we could not learn, but for 
about lo minutes a most disgraceful 
racket was carried on, and the oaths and 
threats were anything but agreeable to 
the oars of early church goers. 

About the same hour in front of a 
hotel another row occurred on the side- 
walk among a number of foreigners, and 
although there was no interpreter on the 
spot, the language was extremely loud and 
threatening, and bid fair to end in a 
serious row. However, after about 
twenty minutes' quarreling with words the 
matter ended. Spectators fay that, the 
occurrence was disgraceful. 

At 8 o'clock in tho evening, while citi 
zona were returning from thu churches a 
number of drunken rowdies eanie up 
Yates street, yelling and cursing in a 
most outrageous manner, and disgusting 
the ears of passers-by. They cuifiiumd 
ill this way, followed by a largo crowd, 
until they reached Broad «treot where 
the hoodlums wore quieted 

It is not known whether any arrests 
wero made. There were no policemen in 
tho neighborhood on the last occasion, 
which was t he most glaring one of I ho 
threo, and it is Imped that some arrange- 
ment can bo made so that .respectable 
citizens going to or returning from church 
will not- bo compelled to listen to the 
foulest of language on the main streets of 
tho city, without the parties subjecting 
them to it being arrested and made pay 
dearly for it. 'fhe three rows wo have 
mentioned are the only ones that came 
under our notice, but wo understand that 
Sunday was specially prolific of a large 
number of these drunken and noisy hap- 
penings.

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb. 2. — The examination of 
J. Cunningham charged with com- 
plicity in causing the recent explosion in 
the Tower of London began in the Bow 
street police court this morning. Pollard, 
solicitor, in opening the case said the gov 
eminent intended to prove that the pri- 
soner was an active agent in the conspiracy 
which culminated in the outrage at the 
tower, 'flic solicitor related facts in re- 
gard to the prisoner's movements from 
thu time of his arrival in Liverpool from 
America up to the date of his arrest at 
the tower a -few minutes after the explo - 
sion and his travelling under the assumed 
names of Gilbert and Dalton. Pollard 
dwelt particularly on tho disappearance of 
a peculiar box from the prisorer's lodg- 
ings in Scarboro street immediately after 
Cunningham's arrest. Pollard further 
said that witnesses would be produced to 
prove that Cunningham had several days 
previous to tho explosion been seen loit- 
ering in and around tho 'fewer of Lon- 
don. 

Previous to the removal of the prisoner, 
in answer to a request for the privilege of 
an interview with Cunningham made by 
Quillain, one of the counsel for the de- 
fence.

The adjoining housetops and every win- 
dow in the neighborhood wero crowded 
with people curious to catch a glimpse of 
Cunningham. During the progress of the 
van which conveyed tho prisoner back to 
Clerkou wall prison, the streets along the 
route were lined villi files of special po- 
lice and fairly swanred with detectives.
